Now  In  hi*  letter  of 
acceptance,  In  response  to  the  formal  notifica¬ 
tion  of  his  nomination  to  the  presidency  of  the 
U  nited  States,  he  says  that  there  should  be  a  “full 
vote,  a  free  ballot,  and  a  fair  count.”  Butts 
the  Democratic  party  In  favor  of  a  “  full  vote,  a 
free  ballot,  and  a  fair  count  I  ”  In  fourteen 
States  of  this  Union  they  either  do  not  allow 
the  vote  of  a  large  part  of  the  population  to  be 
cast  or  to  be  counted  if  it  is  cast.

The  following  letter,  published  in  Hie 
Newark  ZWy  AdrerUerr,  nett  forth  very 
dearly  the  JI.-*n»trouA  cffecU  upon  menu  tec 
luring  interi-st*  of  a  non-prnteetlvf  tariff 
policy.  It  »  not  neccwsary  to  reason  emt 
what  would  be  the  effect  of  non  protection  ; 
we  have  but  to  turn  to  the  history  of  our 
Bute  and  see  what  havo  been  Us  actual  ef- 
'  fects  to  the  }>*st : 

Eigr-'Kor  -run  Advsrtisxx:  We  need  not 
go  tod>*on*yiv*n4a  or  any  other  Stale  to  see 
the  necessity  of  a  tariff  to  protect  c  nr  bom* 

Industrie*.  In  own  our  Common  wealth  we  have 
sufficient  evidence  that  such  laws  are  needful. 

When  the  Democratic  party  removed  the  duty 
on  manufactured  Iron  and  steel  goods,  In  1842 
or  '44,  no  Sute  in  the  Union  suffered  more,  tn 
a  few  ymrt  after,  from  the  effect  of  tb*  act, 
than  the  State  ot  New  Jersey.  At  Clinton  In 
Ptsseic  county,  Charlottsburg,  Smithvtlle, 

Stockholm,  Longwood,  Rlngwood,  Stanhope, 

Splttrock,  Bex  into  o  rowervUle,  Pomp  ton  and 
many  other  pi  sou*  in  Passaic  and  Morris  coun¬ 
ties  Iron  work*  were  tn  active  operation.  By 
tbe  year  1M0  EagtLh  goods  bad  been  imparted 
*>d  Introduced  to  such  sn  extent  that  American 
goods  could  no  longer  rompeto  In  prices  with 
the  goods  of  foreign  manufacture.  Iron  ora 
could  be  lakenfrom  the  mine*  here  and  shipped 
to  England,  be  worked  up  into  articles  and 
brought  back  across  tbe  ocean  and  sold  for 
lew  money  thaw  tbe  aune  kind  of  article*  could 
be  manufactured  and  sold  for  here.  The  rere 
son  was  not  because  they  had  better  machinery 
t  wafer  to

pay  the  workmen  received  In  that  country 
and  thia  AD  of  thee*  above-mentioned  place* 
-were  compelled  to  cut  down  wages  so  a*  to 
bring  the  coet  of  manufacturing  on  an  equal 
footing  with  the  cost  elsewhere.  The  work¬ 
men  here  were  accustomed  to  receive  good 
4*j  for  what  they  did  and  refused  to  submit 
loth*  necessary  reduction  and  blamed  their 
employers  without  reflecting  on  the  true  cause 
of  the  cut  down  lu  their  wage*  Many  of  thv* 
works  closed  or  right  away  and  the  companies 
or  individual*  whose  money  was  invested  were 
the  gainer*  by  such  a  course.  Others  contin¬ 
ued  to  carry  oa  their  work*  with  a  hope 
a  change  of  the  party  tn  power  would  bring  a 
return  to  tbs  previous  stale  ot  things  before 
the  tariff  waa  remeved.  Those  who  hfchl  out 
were  doomed  to  disappointment  and  a  contin¬ 
ual  loss  eventually  resulted  In  their  financial 
ruin,  and  in  consequence,  tb*  entire  closing  np 
of  if  e  work*  Hundreds  ot  hands  who  bad 
previcjily  been  employed  here  bad  to  leave 
the  Bute  to  gain  a  livelihood  elsewhere.  Clin 
ton,  In  Passaic  county,  which  was,  os  late  as 
IMS,  a  thriving  village  of  some  thirty  houses, 
became  by  18S3,  deserted,  the  houses  all  In 
ruins  and  the  works  gone  to  decay.  Other 
-  places  hatned  sunk  to  the  same  condition  and 
it  la  only  wfthin  the  last  five  year*  that  a  re¬ 
vival  iu  any  of  (hem  has  begun  to  be  brought 
about. 

A  change  of  Government  in  full  into  the 
hands  of  those  who  can  be  manipulated  by 
foreign  agetita,  and  a  removal  of  tbe  present 
tariff  under  which  prosperity  has  begun  once 
■tor*  to  be  felt  weald  again  produce  the  same 
stagnation  of  basineos,  not  only  among  our 
manufacturing  districts,  but  throughout  the 
e  itire  eouutry.  The  assertion  that  the'  labor¬ 
ing  man  la  compelled  to  pay  more  for  goods  on 
account  of  on  enforced  tariff  is  not  true  when 
•w*  examine  thoroughly  into  the  theory  of  it. 
Is  It  not  belter  even  if  he  has  to  pay  a  quarter 
of  a  cent  mor*  on  a  spool  of  cotton,  or  a  pair 
toseiosors,  or  anything  else  to  have  it  manufsc- 
tttrwd  at  home,  than  to  get  It  tor  that  much 
lew  and  have  It  manufactured  abroad »  A 
thread  factory  employs  fifteen  hundred  hands, 
•ad  pays  out  on  an  aveftge  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollar*  a  week.  That  amount  gee*  to  real 
•state  owners,  grocers,  baker*,  butcher*,  for¬ 
mers,  physician*  and  other*,  aud  the  whole 
vicinity  and  even  Sute  is  benefited  by  the  trade. 

I*  U  not  better  to  pay  a  quarter  of  a  cent 
mor*  for  an  article,  and  have  the  manufacturing 
serried  on  In  our  own  land,  than  to  totve  all  that 
money  spent  In  another,  and  the  wealth  of  our 
own  lasd  removed  all  the  time  to  another  to 
swpfAy  the  people  with  such  article#  t  That 
laboring  men  do  not  get  an  article  cheaper  by 
removal  of  the  tariff  is  shown  In  the  simple 
article  of  quinine.
